DAMAGE DONE. 


The Rivers Ovorliow 1'helr Banks and 


Swoop Away Bridges—Travel Delayed 
and Trains Imperilled. 


DEKVEB, June.4.—J. S. Murden, cou- 


tracting agent for the Uiiion Pacific, is in 
the city, having walked all the distance 
from Central City to Golden. He said: 
"No one can conceive of the destruction 
In that part of the country." Every mina 
In Central City and vicinity is flooded, 
and there is not a vestige of placer mine 
left in Clear Creek. 
Between Central 


City aod Forks Creek there are 28 wash- 
outs, averaging from 10 to DO feot ia 
width. 


Between Idaho Springs and Golden 


there are JO washouts. The mining meu 
in Central City estimate the loss to the 
county at $500,000. It is not known when 
the Gulf will commence running trains 
again to Central City and Georgetown, 
but it may be a week or 10 days yet This 
Estimate is based on the eisfiumptiou that 
the creek will not again rise. 


LASUB, Colo., June i—Fifty feet o£ the 


south end of the bridge across the Ar- 
kansas river gavo .way before the flood 
Saturday night, and 25 feet on the north 
eud was sweptaway. Tho river covered 
all the bottoms, and was a mile wide at 
the bridge. The Santa Fe'a tracks, east 
and west, are submerged. All tbe irriga- 
tion canals are filled by the overflow, and 
some ol .them have been brokeu in many 
places.

LftCONIA'S SAD FATE, 


TEE CAR WORKS AND FOUNDRY 


DESTROYED. 


Tlie Loss Will Roach 8100,OCK)-Oier ISO 


Workmen Thrown 
Out of Employ- 


ment. 


LACONIA, N. H., Jane t—A. fire that 


broke out at 3 o'clock yesterday morning 
at the Laconia car works destroyed over 
{100,000 worth of property. 
Tha car com- 


pany's loss includes three large buildings 
in the passenger car department, their en- 
tire malleable iron foundry plant, with 
patterns, etc.; also two binall dwelling 
houses. 


Considerable damage was done to a 


large tenement building and other shops, 
and several passenger coaches and elec- 
tric street cars in tho process of construc- 
tion imd nearly completed were burued. 


General Mannger Pearley Putnam esti- 


mates the value of the property destroyed 
at $75,000, on "which wat, an insurance of 
$49,500. A large refrigerator building and 
office, owned by the Swift Beef company, 
is a total loss, with contents valued at 
$10,000 and insured for $3500. 


A. three-story tenement, owned by Or- 


ville A. Atkinson of Boston, is also a 
total loss; value estimated at $4500; in- 
sured for about S3000 in Massachusetts. 


The fire started in the paiut shop at the 


car works. There are Indications of in- 
cendiarism, as the watchman inspected 
the building just previous to the discov- 
ery of the flames. Manager Putnam states 
that the tar works and foundry will be 
rebuilt at once. 


The fire was the most disastrous that 


Laconia has experienced iu years. Only 
the fact that heavy showers drenched ad- 
joining buildings saved the city from a 
general conflagration. 


Outside Aid Summoned. 


Chief Engineer George A. Sanders, find- 


ing the fire spreading beyond control, 
telephoned to the city of Concord for aid. 
A steamer and hose carriage with 30 men, 
Chief D.ivis and Assistant Engineer 
Brown came on a special train, making 
the run of 28 miles in 35 minutes. The 
south-bound Canadian expiess was held 
here to keep the line clear. 


The Concord firemen were not needed, 


however, as the flames were under con- 
trol when they arrived. 
Iu addition to 


the losses already reported, scores o£ 
workmen in the curshops lost valuable 
kits of tools, the individual losses in some 
cases running as high as $200, on which 
there was no insurance. 


Nearly all o£ tha furniture and house- 


hold goods iu the Atkinson tenement 
block were consumed, as the fire spread 
so rapidly that there was no time to re- 
move the goods, which were,not insured. 
John Kelley and James Gilpatrick, ten- 
ants in the tenement adjoining the paint 
shop, where the fire started, lost every- 
thing, their families bureiy escaping wita 
their lives in their night clothes. 


The most serious blow is the destruction 


o{ the malleable iron foundry, which was 
crowded 
with orders. 
A temporary 


structure has beeu erected over the large 
ovens, and the whole available force were 
put to work today to clear the debris. 
Orders for lumber are already given, and 
the work of rebuilding will commence to- 
morrow.

Chase, a widow, whose husband was for- 
merly head of the Chase Bagging com- 
pany of this city. The family until two 
years ago lived in Boston.
